SHREVEPORT. U„ March 6. — Starter James 
Osborne's condition is much worse today and his 
attending physicians fear tluit the end is near, 
lie lias been unconscious possibly all of the time 
since stricken, with the exception of a brief period 
when h“ became semi -conscious. His strength is 
fas, leaving him. A specialist was called in consul- 
tation today and heroic measures will be resorted to 
in an effort to save his life. 

Most of the layers who operated here will go to 
Hot Springs for a rest after a strenuous experience 
which Is-gan last Thanksgiving day at New Orleans. 
A few of them reaped a profit iu the Crescent 
City, but every odds quo ter here wound up with a 
deficit.

Here is a most interesting, thoughtful and ana- I 
lytical article by “Mankato,” the turf expert of the 
Manchester H|iorting Chronicle: 

The Stud Books afford a splendid field for t lie- ! 
study and solution of biometrical problems, and 
one of these problems is the determinaton of rela- 
tive value of first foals. For example. Brown 
argues that first, foals are not equal in racing merit 
to those of subsequent birth rank. 

Whereupon Jones replies that the extensive list \ 
of first, foals which have distinguished themselves j 
on tile turf conveys the impression tlint there are : 
no grounds for presuming inferiority of first-borns. 1 

A heated argument follows, accompanied by the 
citation ol the names of many celebrities. Jones’ 
says: “What about Touchstone. Filho da Pitta, 

Melbourne, Satirist, The Baron, Daniel O’Rourke. ! 
Wild DayrelJ, Fnvoitius, Wool Winder, Rock Sand 
and Gay Crusader, all, excepting Melbourne, Derby i 
and St. Ia-ger winners and first foals? Then there 
was Vedette, a first-born, and Surefoot. and Ben- 
digo. and Hampton, too. Weren’t they good j 
enough V” 

“Pretty fair,’’ says Brown, “but you have for- 
gotten all about Ttie Flying Dutchman. Voltigenr, 
Xewminster. Stoekwell. Thorinanby. Caller On. 
Lord Olifdeu, Blair Athol, Gladiateur. Lord Lyon, j 
Achievement. Wenlock, Marie Stuart, Doncaster, j 
Bend Or, Ormonde, Petrarch, Melton. La FJeche, i 
Isinglass, Persimmon. Flying Fox. Sceptre, Pretty j 
Polly, Bavardo, Svvynford, Lemberg, Cicero. Orby. ;

It never seems to occur to either of the partisans' 
that every mare that breeds at all must have a first i 
foal. She need not necessarily produce a second, 
and the chances of her bringing forth a third. ] 
fourth, fifth, sixth, seventh, eighth and so on 
be.-, me less with each succeeding birth rank until 
it readies zero. Brown, it will be observed, 

swamps Jones by nu aggregation of birth ranks. 

That is. lie pits all the subsequent foals against ' 
the first -boms, which won’t satisfy the biomet ri- 1 
clan. In fact, both Brown and Jones fail to lock 
at the question from a point of expectancy. Every j 
fertile mare lias a first foal; therefore it follows 
that if first-borns are as good as the latter off - I 
spring, then they should numerically be equal, and • 
in some eases far exceed, the foals of any other : 
birth rank in any given list of great winners. 

Let us now apply, this test to the Derby and St. j 
Loger for tlte past sixty years. The two races give 
121 winners, including the dead-heaters. Harvester , 
anil St. Gatien. for the Derby of 18S4. Certain i 
horses won both races and therefore are counted : 
twice.

NUMBER OF FOALS IN EACH BIRTH RANK. 

Counting the dual winners twice, the mares 
which bred the above 121 Derby and St. Legel* 
victors produced 1.208 offspring, distributed as fol- 
lows as regards birth rank. I should add that 
horses which were foaled abroad are counted as 
the last offspring of their respective dams for the 
purpose of this investigation. Thus Gladiatenr's 
ilitm is only reckoned as having had three and Tra- 
cery’s dam four foals. Favonius was the sole off- 
spring of his dam Zephyr. 

All the otiier mares appearing in the Stud Book 
as brood mares and entering into the data with 
Which we are concerned have had their full num- 
ber of foals assigned to them up to 1916. which 
was the latest year for birth of a horse or marc 
qualified to take part in the Derby or St. Leger 
of last year. 



The numbers with which we arc dealing are 
somewhat -mall, and lienee the actual winners plot 
out into a not too regular curve. Still, they show, 
so far as the Derby and St. Leger of the last 
sixty years are concerned, that first foals have 
been at a marked disadvantage as compared with 
the second, third, fourth, fiftli and sixth offspring. 

The seventh, eighth, ninrh and tenth come fairly 
closo.to expectancy, i. e.. when the curve is leveled 
out to the mean between the seventh and eighth 
fools and have done much better relatively and 
actually than firsi foals. We see. then, from this 
investigation that the prejudice against first foals 
is not altogether unfounded. 

It is. of course, true* that a marc is less likely 
to he suitably mated in her first than in her sub- 
sequent stud years, but after allowing for this 
factor there still remains a balance against first 
foals as compared with the second, third, fourth, 
fiftli and sixth birth ranks. 

It may be urged that Buchan, a first foal, with 
a little luck would have won either the Derby or 
the St. I.eger: that Hampton was a far better liorse 
than bis younger brother. Sir Bevys. and that Albert 
Victor, another first foal, was quite as good as 
his brother. George Frederick. This is all quite 
true. But the answer is that, you eau only compare 
things which are comparable with each other. 

If you want to bring in Bin-ban you must include 
all the placed horses in the Derby aud St. Leger. 
and the same applies to Albert Victor, which ran a 
dead heat with King of Forest for second place 
in the Derby to Favonius. The inclusion of Hamp- 
ton would entail the bringing in of a large number 
of other races and bests of horses and brood mares. 
So the result in the end would probably remain 
pretty much the same as the figures given for the 
last sixty years of the Derby and St. I.eger.

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BRUCE LOWE FALLACIES 

Figure System Considered to Be Full of Them 
by Salvator. 

To the F.ditor of Daily Racing Form. 

CHICAGO. Ill , March 5.— That ihrillitig serial 
romance of "Exile's.” the motivation of whose plot 
tie has evolved from “The Brtiee I.owe Families," 
deserves to rank among tin* productions of Conan 
Doyle. Emile Gaborlau. Jacques Futarelle, Mary 
Rotterts Rinehart and otiier purveyors of “mystery'' 
masterpieces. In many respects if has them all 
"beaten to a frazzle.” to use the favorite phrase 
of our late lamented Rough Rider. For in all the 
thrillers by those writers the mystery, in the last 
chapter, was invariably elucidated and everything 
explained to tlte full comprehension of the most 
childlike intellect. But it would baffle even Sher- 
lock himself, aided by the amiable Watson, to 
make head or tail of the groat Bruce Lowe mystery. 
Chapter by chapter one may thrill through it. until 
one's vibrations excite in the reader a veritable 
fever of suspense. But the denouement? Like tlte 
core of that historic apple, “there ain’t goin’ to be 
none.” We end precisely where we began aud 
when we have finished know no jot nor tittle more 
than wo did at the outset. 

That the problems of breeding are cryptic. 110- 
Itod.v needs to la* told. The waters, beforehand, 
were sufficiently darkened by the unlimited excre- 
tions of ink by the elm-idators. Since the Bruce 
Lowe propaganda became an “issue.” however, 
more can be discharged by those promoting it titan 
on all other accounts combined. Tlte net result is 
that tlte conundrum. “IIow shall I breed a Derby 
(or Futurity) winner?” is more of a riddle titan 
ever. 

There is one tiling which must have impressed all 
persons interested iu tin* breeding of tlte thorough 
bred— -anti Unit is. that not all the figures of Bruce 
I -“We tier tin* tables of Herman Goos have addci 1 
one iota to the facility, not to say certainty, with 
which that rant avis, a stake-winner, can he pro 
(bleed. As accessory after the fact, I admit tin- 
figures are a perfect wonder. Once the Derby or 
Futurity winner lias won his nr her Derby nr 
Futurity, we get superb demonstrations of the in 
fallibility of formulae. But a> yet I tiave to learn 
of any student of either the Table- of (lie Law or 
the, System of the Prophet who has iminortnlized 
iiijnself by breeding winners, or made himself n 
1'rncsus by picking ’em. 

No-— -those who expertize in these subjects are 
just as deficient in tlte ability to “deliver the 
goods" as were the benighted breeders and turf- 
men who antedated tin* Great Revolution — what we 
might, without being irreligious, term the Mormon 
Bible (stallion* being notoriously polygamous in 
their habits) oT borsebreeding. Has any “figilror” 
ever surpassed I lit* successes of many wiw> might In* 
named who died before “figures” were heard of. 

I opine, wot and assert not — lift by a very long 
shot indeed. And what U more to the pmit — the 
"long shot” in bleeding continues to appear with 
disconcert ing frequency. Theoretically I lie “fig 
tires'' should have long since relegated him to 
liasboenism. But t tie erirter remains ubiquitous ns 
Banquet's ghost. He is a pariah, of course but, 
like ttie pariah, he is ever with us. 

CREED OF THE PHILOSOPHERS. 

They say — by they I do not refer to the hoi 
polio i. but the philosophers — that it is not neees- 
'Ury for a creed to lie true to be accepted. All 
that is needful is for it to be solemnly iterated 
ami reiterated, in and out at all times, plates 
ami seasons. The hoi pplloi— by which classic 

term wo may signify tin* mob of uninstructed race 
horse breeders is marvelously “suggestible,” to list* 
tin* lingo of tin* psychopathic sharps. If it heats 
anything often enough it will end by believing it 

take it for gospel. That is. with the exception 
of tlte Doubling Thomases, pessimists, cynics and 
others from whose christenings the fairy yclept 
( reilniity was absent. These pestiferous people 
continue to pop up. Bui for them the philosophers 
would always have had an easy time with the lmi 
polloi. Ami despite them they do succeed in making 
tlte majority believe almost anything. 

Wltul a creed requires to Itei'nint* a living force 
is neither truth, logic nor even credibility. What 
it needs is propagandists and pronely tt-rs — lVter 
the Hermits fierlv or interminably preaching tin* 
New Crusade to the From i set I Land. Tlte original 
I’etcr. according to the very dry light, of modern 
scientific history, was merely a mad monk with 
a gift of the gait. But he was successful in per- 
suading practically the entire Christian world that 
if they would dispose of their goods and chattels 
and use tlte proceeds to outfit themselves and as 
many followers as the amount of cash realised 
would allow for a pilgrimage to the Holy Sepulcher 
nml the delivery of the same from the hands of the 
Saracens their salvation was assured. Whether 
\ve will find all the Crusaders playing harps along 
tilt* golden streets when we got there nobody 
knows. But we do know that most of them left 
their bones bleaching on the sands of Syria and 
that the result of the entire "movement” was 
one of the most inglorious and egregious failures

HUNTING THE ARCTIC CARIBOU 

* 

Great Migrations on Bering Sea Coast of the 
Alaska Peninsula— Like the Buffalo 
of Our Earlier Days. 

If was on Monday. November 13, 1918, that 1 
left King 4’ove Village with f’npt. Charlie Madsen 
in Iii< 28-root power boat, bound rnr the extreme 
end of the Alaska Peninsula through the False Pass 
and lsanntski Strait and to the tundra lands of the 
Bering Sea side. Our first attempt at this trip 
had ended disastrously and we were i-iintions, if not 
a bit nervous, as we headed out past the cape and 
I into the North Paeifie in our small craft. It was, 
j of course . stormy — as it ever is at that time of 
[ year — and we hneked the big swells and wliite- 
[ enps from daylight until dark, arriving at last in 
| the little eove on I'nimak Island at the entrance 
[to False Pass, which was nnr long day’s Journey’s 
j end. Some time he fore we had aneliored our boat 
' there were two figures down on the beach, and they 
I soon pushed ou£ in a dory to take us ashore. 

Pete Johnson and his son are two real honest-to- 
I god pioneers of the Great North, and the hos- 
pitality of their comfortable barrabara for the 
I three following days that we were storm* 
i hound on I’nimak Island will never be forgotten. 

| Neither will the way the wind can blow then*! 
j And, while Pete’s guest, it may lie interesting to 
! nolo I enjoyed a privilege which comes to not a 
| great many persons— that of sleeping on a genuine 
; eiderdown mattress, the eiderdown having been 
: gathered from Hie rookeries on the island. Mrs. 

! I 

. Johnson, who is a ilesecndaut of the first Russian 
1 pioneers to come across the Pacific, is a fine 
i hostess: and as they had a phonograph, and Pete’s 
j son is an adept on the accordion, we thoroughly 
; enjoyed nnr forced stay in that stormy most out- 1 
! of- the- way spot on the frontier of the Great North. 

I Leaving Pete Johnson’s shortly after daybreak 
j we headed straight into the False Pass and for the 
lsanntski Strait that separates the extreme eml of 
[the peninsula from the first of the Aleutian lslnads. 

1 And here I want to mention the wonderful abun- 
| dnneo of aquatic bird life in that section. There 
: were ducks, geese, etc., in thousands; big eiders, 
Steller’s eiders, harlequins, old squaws, etc. some 
, of remarkably beautiful plumage. And while we 
were burking the currents anil whirlpools in the 
strait, we passed several big sea lions lying sleep- 
I ily on some jutting locks of a reef and a little 
band of fur seals swimming through to the Paeifie 
sn route to spend their winter “in the south.’* 

The lsanntski Strait is not the most pleasant one 
! to navigate— nor the safest. It has a tide that runs 
at about ten miles per hour; is narrow, and 
j obstrueed by an abundance of rocky reefs; is full 
| of big whirlpools, and has dangerous, shifting 
j shoals at either end. But we managed to make it 
without mishap, and by dusk were riding the swells 
into Morzhovoi Bay and anchored in front of the 
primitive little native village of the same name. 

REMNANT OF SEAL DAYS OF OLD. 

Morzhovoi village is a remnant of the strenuous 
seal and sea otter days of old. In summer it har- 
* hors a native population of probably seventy-five 
| to one hundred individuals, but in winter most all 
l of these go out to their trapping grounds — their 
burrow - like haiTuhuras being scattered at intervals 

■ along the coast. The trapping grounds are pos- 
sessed as we possess our farms, and encroachment 
is a very serious offense. 

There is hut <t single while man in Morzhovoi 

■ village. Fred Toggersnn, a Scandinavian sailor wlm 
| came there in the sealing days, twenty some years 
[ ago, married the chief’s sister, and seems quite 
| content in those most unusual surroundings. And 
j indeed his hospitality was a credit to that great 
| frontier. 

We were up early the next morning, and after a 
| hearty breakfast 1 set out with Fred’s two oldest 
i buys, who vouched to show me cariboo “until 1 was 
! tired of looking at them.” Following* the bench 
1 to the head of Morzhovoi Ray, we struck across 
[ the tundra toward the hills. At once we spotted 
a bunch of dark objects moving slowly along the 
: foot of a hill which the binoculars showed to he a 
i hand of a hunt fifteen caribou. I was intent on 
: going after them, but at my guide’s advice we 
| continued on toward the nearest low ridge. 

When we at last reached the top a sight lay 
| before me which will never In- forgotten. Spread 
out over the tundra between that low ridge and 
j the line of higher hills about two miles distant were 
probably one thousand caribou — and within about 
I six miles of the village. 

Off to the west, on t.’nimak Island, rose snowy 
Mount Shishaldln, with its ever present “pennant” 
i of volcanic smoke; off to the north stretched the 
j rolling, tumbling readies of the Bering Sea. already 
j in the grip of winter storms; and out in front 
i of me roamed a thousand graceful caribou. Wlmt 
more could a devotee of the great wilds wish for? 

For some time 1 stood and surveyed the scene 
j with my binoculars md wished that 1 had a camera 
which would reproduce it just as 1 saw it then, in 
all its life and vividness, that 1 might bring it 
back for the enjoyment and admiration of those 
I thousands of my fellow admirers nf the far places 
I and the denizens of tin- wilderness. 

tioing over the ridge we pa me onto another small 
[ detachment of the big herd — seven or eight of 
[ them — and they strode off tt|Kin sighting us. And 
I to my mind, there is no other of the deer family 
that carries itself more gracefully than the caribou, 
on this continent at least. Head held haughtily 
: high, they strode off with a step and “form” that 
i would do credit to the most highly .trained stable 
| prize. 

; Itut as there was not an overly desirable member 
of this litle baud, anil as they seemed to be intent 
I oil keeping a safe distance from us, they were 
; neither molested nor followed. 

I inquired if the big herd had just come to that 
particular vicinity, but was casually informed that 
they hud “been there for some time.” And that 
i caused me to stop ami think just how fortunate 
these natives really were* No “high cost of living*’ 
i here. An ideal meat market at their very back 
door; and ducks and geese, and clams, anil fish, 
and berries and everything, as free as the flowers 
j in spring. 

I also inquired if the natives from the village 
killed many of the animals, but was informed that 
they seldom went after them except when in need 
| of food. 

PRACTICE SOME OUTLANDISH CUSTOMS. 

However, there are certain of the natives along 
• he Bering Coast who practice some rather out- 
landish customs in regards to the eurilaiu and the 
welfare of that specie-. Most notable among these 
are Hie following: (I) The killing of numerous 

I caribou to use as bait, and : bout which to set their 
fo\ traps; (21 the killing of those animals merely 
i for their tongues, which are considered a rare 
I delicacy of food; anil (3i tl:e killing of pregnant 
I does in the spring for the skins of the yet un- 
born calves, tile skins of which are used* in the 
making of fancy parkas (fur coals). In these 
cases il is rarely if ever that the meat of ttie 
animal is used for food. And a few hundred dol- 
lars spent each year in game warden salaries would 
put an end to all tuisl Further, I am sorry to 
add. these depredations are not entirely confined 
to the natives; especially the first practice hav- 
ing been ascribed to certain “white” trappers in 
the country. 

i One of the lio.vs left us to make the rounds of 
his fox traps, and the two of us started after the 
caribou. 



Making a detour, so as to have the wind in our 
faces, we began making our way down n rather sbal- 
I low ravine in the general direction of the herd. Iu 
j places we were forced to crawl on our hands and 
j knees in the wet snow, and once wo started a 
! small band that strode suspiciously off to a safe 
distance and then resumed their pawing for tlte 
! white moss that was beneath the snow. 

Hut as we got farther out on the more level 
j tundra land, our little alley of approach heentne 
i almost too shallow to conceal us. So rubbing snow 
. over our caps anil shoulders we crawled up to 
where we could lay and watch them, which we did 
| for some time without their untieing us. 1 took 
1 several exposures of the heard, despite the fact that 
. it was cloudy’ and they were still a considerable 
| distance away. But as I looked over them with 
i tlie binoculars I was able to locate several fine 
i big bucks with elegant sets of antlers, which wa- 
in it-elf a very definite incentive. 

It was quite evident that the largest part i f 
| the herd was moving in a . westerly direction and 

• probably would pass close to a (mint of the hill 
we had just come over. Assuming this, we worked 

i ot r way back over the route we bail just followed. 

| and were at last in the creek heil at the point 
I where we Imped the herd would pass. We squatted 
I there for what seemed to be a terribly long time, 
i and still the herd seemed to be just us far away 
! as when we arrived. 

| Then, as if struck liy a sudden idea, a part of 
the herd broke away from the rest and started 
I working somewhat more speedily up along the hill - 
1 side, apparently Intent on crossing just above us. 
But t lie rest continued Iheir pawing and grazing. 

It was not long before the detachment was al- 
I most abreast of ns. They were for the most part 
: does and young animals, with not a really good 
I head in the bn ill'll. I look a couple of pictures 
i of them, anil they soon passed over the crest Of 
the ii ill and out of sight. 

[ As it was then approaching the middle of the 
| afternoon, and as the big herd seemed coming far 
too slowly. I became a little restless and decided 
to try working on down the creek lied. 

1 After about an hour’s rather wet maneuvering. 

we found ourselves practically on the edge of 
I the lieril. Then 1 was advised by my companion 
. that we had best not go any farther — which hail 
been my own candid opinion for some time past — 
and very cautiously we crawled up on the bank 
to survey the scene. The nearest animals were 
probably not more than fifty yards distant; and 
I there were at least 2ihi of them within 2tst yards 
j of us. 1 spotted a fine big buck standing some- 
j what by itself about int) yards away; and being 
(lhle to locate nothing (letter, I carefully slipped 
my gun out in front of me and waited for an 
open shot. I did not have to wait long, and at 
i he report lie reared on his hind legs and went 
over backward in a heap. The whole herd wheeled 
and made off, snorting and stamping, but the most 
I of them stopped before they had gone more than a 
half mile, a few continuing their grazing, but the 
most of them watching suspiciously or moving on 
to a safer distance as we went out to where our 
quarry lay. 

SHOWED NO GREAT SIGNS OF FEAR. 

I spent four days in the vicinity of this big 
herd; and in that time the majority of the ani- 
mals did not move more than three or four miles. 
They always made it a point to keep a safe distance 
away, but showed no great amount of fear or signs 
of leaving the district on account of our presence. 

I shot but two animals in that herd, though there 
was the opportunity of shoot iag dozens. But the 
thorough enjoyment alone that I realized from just 
watching them and endeavoring to photograph them 
I ii thousand times repaid me for my time and ef- 
! forts. 

On the last day the two of us walked in plain 
sight directly through tlie wide valley over wliicn 
the herd was spread. Fart of the animals fled 
in front of us. but a good share of them merely 
took up onto the hills on either side, to return 
to the tundra iu tlie valley and there grazing not 
! long after we had passed. 

However, on all the numerous occasions when I 
happened onto or stalked smaller herds of caribou, 
especially on the Pacific side of the Alaska Penin- 
sula. I found them ever quite ready to take to 
! their heels and put a safe distance Tietweeu me 
and themselves. 

fin another trip out from King Cove we went 
up to the head of Cold (Morofskii Bay. which, 
"lilt Izembeck Bay on the Bering Heu side, very 
nearly cuts off the end of the peninsula, making 
it an island. The isthmus connecting that which 
: is to the westward with tlie mainland is a low 
strip of tundra land only alsiut eight miles wide, 

I while it is about twenty-five miles to the en- 
! trance of either bay. 

We had been buying furs (mainly fox and land 
otters) from the natives and decided io spend a 
i couple of days after caribou on tlie Bering Sea 

• —walking across from the head of Cold Bay. 

After getting stuck in the mml flats several 
| times we managed to find an anchorage iu the large 
lagoon at the head of the bay. It was then after 
midday, but going ashore we were soon making 
our way across to the other side. 

We saw about fifteen caribou; but due to the 
flat nature of the country we did not get a good 
-hot tlie entire afternoon. Returning to tlie lioat 
early in the evening, I shot several elders, other 
‘lucks and a couple of geese in the lagoon, while 
: Madsen was getting some “coffee and.” 

’I hat was on the nineteenth day of December; and 
I there was a considerable amount of ice in the lagoon 
ami bay that came in and went out with the tide. 

| crunching and grinding against the hull of our boat 
throughout the following night. 

We were up early the next morning, intending 
j to go back toward the entrance of the bay, get 
I a caribou in the more broken country, then pick 
, up an Eskimo reindeer herder who was waiting 
! for us at a native’s barrabara, and strike for home 
; for Christmas. 

NARROW ESCAPE IN ICY WATERS. 

Madsen went back to “warm up’’ tlie engine; and 
I climbed out on tlie frosty deck and went up for- 
, ward to heave the anchor on hoard. Having seen 
[ » *»)« seal iu an open space in tlie slush ice not far 
from the boat 1 took the rifle with me iu the hope 
' of getting a shot at him, and my attention was 
divided lie tween coiling a hundred feet of big 
: anchor rope on the deck ami watching for the .seal. 

1 But he did not reappear and 1 at last started pulling 
j U«* big anchor up onto the boat. But catching 
| on the boat’s low railing il necessitated my reach - 
i ing out to release it. I got; hold of tile ring on 
j the anchor and was lirtiug it out to clear the 
j obstruction, when somehow my feet slipped on the 
j frosty deck and over l went head first into the 
slush lee and holding onto the end of a seventy-five 
pound anchor! 

I came up sputtering and gasping — the icy cold 
water going through me like electricity. There was, 
further, nothing on the boat to which I could catch 
I ) ,<, )d except the anchor rope; and I immediately 
began the long hand-over-hand race to the end of 
j that hundred feet of big stiff rope. I knew that 
! Madsen would never hear me on account of the 
noise of the engine, and also that the severe cold 
: water would soon numb me dangerously. Row- 
| ever. I managed to reach the end of the rope and. 

winding it around my arm, waited until I should lie 
' found. 

; Fortunately Madsen came up on the deck before 
j starting the boat, found me hanging on for all X 
i was worth, half frozen in Hie icy water, and mau- 
; aged to pull me on deck. But unfortunately, when 
I had gone overboard 1 had taken with me all of 
the surplus clothing on the boat — having put on 
my “extras” to keep warm during the night. And 
-till more nnf.irtunatiJy. we had already used almost 
the last of our available firewood on the boat for 
cooking and, being in tlie “tundra country,” there 
was not a stick of alder or other wood within ten 
> miles. 

Well, anyhow, to make a long stig-y short, I had 
j a mighty uncomfortable time of it for the rest of 
1 the day, despite the fact, that I got partly dried 
<uit at the native’s barrabara. Madsen got a nice 
caribou for meat and we got home late the next 
night — fighting a blizzard and high seas most of 
! tlie way. But after 1 had something to eat anil 
i crawled in between tlie warm blankets. 1 soon for 
got all a bunt the discomforts of the past day -anil 
did not feel any the worse for my .old ducking. 
Nevertheless, those are the experiences that are 
more enjoyable as reminiscences than iu actuality. 

And despite the hardships, etc., that couie in the 
course ol a day’s work l'p There, it is one Great 
i and Grand Land. The caribou is a wonderfully 
graceful animal, highly worthy or adequate govern- 
ment protection; and the thorough enjoyment of 
seeing them as 1 have seen them incidentally makes 
it much worth tlie while of anyone to go out and 
lieyond to where they are to lie found iu plenty, 
anil where tlie monarch of civilization lias not yet 
, driven them from their native heath.— Harold Mc- 
Cracken iu Field and Stream. 
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
